The 
poppy can be used to make codeine 
and morphine, which have their 
proper uses as a cough suppressant 
and a pain reliever, or they can be 
misused as an intoxicant. There is 
great wisdom here. If we use the 
gifts of nature prudently, there is 
nothing to harm us, and we have no 
fear of death if we live by God's 
word.

Citizen Foster Care Review 
Boards review cases, 
make recommendations 
on behalf of children 

Citizen Foster Care Re¬ 
view Boards that serve Bath, 
Boyd, Bracken, Campbell, 
Carter, Elliott, Fleming, 
Greenup, Kenton, Lawrence, 
Lewis, Mason, Montgomery, 
Morgan and Powell coun¬ 
ties are seeking volunteers to 
make a difference in the lives 
of local children in foster 
care. Volunteers are needed 
to review cases of children 
placed in foster care because 
of dependency, neglect and 
abuse to ensure these chil¬ 
dren are placed in safe, per¬ 
manent homes as quickly 
as possible. Volunteers are 
not required to reside in the 
county where a board meets. 

The Kentucky Gen¬ 
eral Assembly created the 
Citizen Foster Care Review 
Board, or CFCRB, in 1982 
as a way to decrease the time 
children spend in foster care. 
CFCRB volunteers review 
Cabinet for Health and Fam¬ 
ily Services files on children 
placed in out-of-home care 
and work with the cabinet 
and courts on behalf of the 
state’s foster children. The 
volunteer reviewers help en¬ 
sure that children receive the 
necessary services while in 
foster care and are ultimately 
placed in permanent homes. 

All volunteers must 
complete a six-hour initial 
training session and consent 
to a criminal record and Cen¬ 


tral Registry check. A recom¬ 
mendation is then made to 
the chief judge of the District 
Court or Family Court for 
appointment. 

The next training for new 
volunteers will take place 
Friday, April 5, in Boone 
County.

Falmouth woman 
sentenced for 
defrauding Financial 
Assistance Program 

A Falmouth woman who 
previously admitted she in¬ 
structed her son to lie to au¬ 
thorities to help her conceal 
a scheme to defraud Social 
Security was sentenced to¬ 
day to 12 months in federal 
prison. 

U.S. District Judge Da¬ 
vid L. Banning sentenced 
51 -year-old Regina Kay Van- 
landingham for Supplemen¬ 
tal Security Income (SSI) 
fraud. Her son, Franklin Lee 
Vanlandingham, 30, received 
five months in prison, fol¬ 
lowed by five months home 
detention, for aiding and 
abetting Supplemental Secu¬ 
rity Income fraud. 

Vanlandingham’s plea 
agreement states that on nu¬ 
merous occasions from 1999 
through 2011, she intention¬ 
ally did not disclose her true 
living arrangement and her 
financial resources to the So¬ 
cial Security Administration. 
Vanlandingham told Social 
Security she was living alone 
and not receiving financial 
support from anyone. In real¬ 
ity, she received financial as¬ 
sistance from three separate 
men at different times during 
the course of the scheme, ac¬ 
cording to court records. 

In July 2011, she dressed 
in a costume and pretended 
to be severely mentally dis¬ 
abled in front of SSA agents 
in an attempt to remain eligi¬ 
ble for assistance, according 
to court records. 

Court documents say that 
when authorities became sus¬ 
picious, Vanlandingham told 
her son to provide false in¬ 
formation to the SSA agents 
in order to cover up the fraud 
scheme. 

As a result of her scheme, 
she defrauded state and fed¬ 
eral assistance programs out 
of$191,931.97. 

Kerry B. Harvey, United 
States Attorney for the East¬ 
ern District of Kentucky, and 
Guy P. Fallen, Special Agent 
in Charge, Social Security 
Administration Office of In¬ 
spector General, jointly made 
the announcement today. 

The investigation was 
conducted by the Social Se¬ 
curity Administration, Of¬ 
fice of the Inspector General. 
The United States was repre¬ 
sented in the case by Assis¬ 
tant United States Attorney 
Christopher L. Nasson.

Turkey hunters will 
encounter gobblers 
of all ages this season 

With opening day of the 
statewide season just three 
weeks away, Kentueky turkey 
hunters ean look forward to 
eneountering gobblers of all 
ages this spring. 

“There will be a higher 
than average number of Jakes 
(juvenile gobblers) eompared 
to the 2 -year-olds and older 
adult gobblers in our floeks,” 
said Steven Dobey, wild tur¬ 
key program eoordinator for 
the Kentueky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resourees. 
“We should have another good 
spring season.” 

Youth hunters ages 15 and 
younger have the first oppor¬ 
tunity to hunt spring turkeys 
on April 6-7. 

The general season opens 
the following weekend, al¬ 
ways on the Saturday elosest 
to April 15 and lasts 23 days. 
This year’s general season 
dates are April 13 through 
May 5. 

Kentueky’s turkey fioek 
is estimated to number about 
250,000 birds. 

“In many areas of the state, 
earrying eapaeities have been 
reaehed,” said Dobey. “But 
there’s still room for floeks to 
expand in eastern Kentueky, 
where there’s available habi¬ 
tat and food resourees. The 
mountain eounties have good 
numbers of birds and fewer 
hunters.” 

During the last five sea¬ 
sons, hunters in Kentueky have 
taken on average about 31,486 
birds eaeh spring. “Kentueky 
ranked no. 1 among all seven 
surrounding states in 2012 for 
the number of birds taken per 
square mile of habitat, fol¬ 
lowed elosely by Tennessee 
and Missouri,” said Dobey. 

Last spring hunters 
bagged 33,068 bearded tur¬ 
keys, 89 pereent of whieh had 
beards six inehes or longer. It 
was the third year in a row that 
the harvest exeeeded 30,000 
birds. The reeord spring har¬ 
vest total oeeurred in 2010 , 
when hunters teleeheeked 
36,097 birds. 

Hunter sueeess rates have 
remained eonsistent, too. 
“Over the past 10 years, about 
35 pereent of hunters have 
taken at least one bird during 
the spring season and 75 per¬ 
eent of our sueeessful hunt¬ 
ers typieally teleeheeked one 
bird.” said Dobey. 

The bag limit for the 
spring season is two bearded 
turkeys. 

Last year’s drought had 
minimal impaet on turkey re- 


produetion sinee it intensified 
during the summer months, 
after nesting was eompleted. 

“Statewide, our surveys 
rated nesting sueeess as mod¬ 
erate to good, with 1.8 poults 
per hen. While I hoped to see 
a higher number, that was an 
improvement over 2011 ,” said 
Dobey. 

He said another indieation 
of improved reproduetion was 
a seven pereent inerease in the 
harvest of sub-adult male birds 
during the 2012 fall season. 

Kentueky turkey hunt¬ 
ers should have a produetive 
spring season when they slip 
on their mesh faee masks, 
get their slate ealls seratehed 
and ready and hit the turkey 
woods.

Frankfort Focus 

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 



Each legislative session 
is invariably remembered for 
one or two high-profile laws, 
but there are always many 
others that, while not getting 
as much attention, are impor¬ 
tant as well. 

This year will likely be 
recalled for such things as 
shedding more light on the 
work of our special districts, 
which run our municipal 
airports, libraries, public 
utilities and volunteer fire 
departments. Other major 
accomplishments will up¬ 
date last year’s law to reduce 
prescription drug abuse; sig¬ 
nificantly improve the state’s 
human trafficking laws; and 
set the stage to increase the 
state’s high school dropout 
age from 16 to 18. 

If all goes well early this 
week, when the General As¬ 
sembly meets for the legisla¬ 
tive session’s final two days, 
we’ll have several more to 
add to that list. That includes 
stabilizing our public pen¬ 
sion systems; helping health¬ 
care providers having a dif¬ 
ficult time getting payment 
from the managed care orga¬ 
nizations overseeing Medic¬ 
aid; and making it easier for 
military personnel deployed 
overseas to vote. 

Outside of those issues, 
the House and Senate made 
strides in several other areas 
as well this year. 

In law enforcement, we 
broadened 2012 legislation 
that has made it easier for 
the state to remove new ver¬ 
sions of dangerous synthetic 
drugs as they are introduced 
to the market. This new law 
will also make it a crime to 
involve a minor in the sale 
or use of these drugs and, in 
a related matter, will crack 
down more on those convict¬ 
ed of manufacturing or using 
meth. Criminals manufac¬ 
turing meth will now face a 
lifetime ban if they try to buy 
cold and allergy products 
containing pseudoephedrine. 


while users of meth will see 
their ban double from five 
years to 10 . 

Another new law will 
close a loophole some child 
pornographers had exploited. 
Under the old law, they had 
to actually possess the ma¬ 
terial, but now intentional 
viewing will count as well. 
There are some sensible ex¬ 
ceptions, such as for parents 
or other officials investigat¬ 
ing cases involving children 
in their care. 

More felons will now 
have access to post-convic¬ 
tion DNA testing, something 
that had only been available 
to death row inmates. This 
will better ensure that jus¬ 
tice is carried out. High-end 
thieves who steal items worth 
tens of thousands if not mil¬ 
lions of dollars, meanwhile, 
will face stiffer penalties, 
as will those found guilty 
of manslaughter involving a 
firefighter or police officer 
doing his or her job. 

In education matters, the 
legislature streamlined the 
law for those students who 
graduate high school early 
and it also increased schol¬ 
arship money available to 
them. The Dept, of Educa¬ 
tion estimates there are more 
than 500 of these bright stu¬ 
dents who annually finish at 
least a year ahead of their 
class. 

Now, these students will 
no longer see their KEES 
lottery-based scholarships 
penalized because they leave 
school early. There will also 
be a new scholarship pro¬ 
gram these students could 
access. It will come from 
half of what the state spends 
per pupil, and it will only be 
available during what would 
have been their senior year 
in high school. This schol¬

College students who 
were foster children or un¬ 
der similar care will now 
have more time to qualify 
for free tuition if they enlist 
in the military or take part in 
such other service programs 
as Americorps or the Peace 
Corps. We in the General 
Assembly feel it is critical 
that these students are not pe¬ 
nalized for taking time away 
from their education to help 
our country. 

Some of the other new 
laws will do such things as: 

• Remove residency 
requirements for getting a 
concealed carry gun license. 
Those moving to Kentucky 
previously had to wait six 
months before applying. 

• Make it tougher for 
amusement park operators to 
dodge fines or penalties by 
simply dissolving or chang¬ 
ing the name of their busi¬ 
ness. 

• Improve the state’s 
“one-stop shopping” on¬ 
line portal that businesses 
use when interacting with 
state government. This law 
will assign the businesses a 
single identifier that, when 
phased in, will be used by all 
state agencies. I was proud 
to sponsor this law.

CITY OF AUGUSTA 
ORDINANCE NO 2013-02 

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR SPECIFIC PARKING REGULATIONS 
AFFECTING ALL OF THE STATE MAINTAINED HIGHWAY COMMONLY 
KNOWN AS ROUTE #8 WITHIN THE MUNICIPAL BOUNDARIES OF THE 
CITY OF AUGUSTA, AND PROVIDING FOR EXCEPTIONS HERETO, AND 
FOR PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS, AND REPEALING ALL ORDINANCES IN 
CONFLICT HEREWITH TO THE EXTENT OF SUCH CONFLICT 

WHEREAS, the City Couneil has determined that the parking of eertain vehieles within 
the City limits along that portion of the state maintained highway within the City of Augusta 
that is eommonly referred to as Route #8 ereates unsafe and hazardous traffie eonditions 
for drivers and pedestrians, and other persons lawfully using sueh thoroughfare, and 

WHEREAS, the City Couneil deems it appropriate and neeessary to regulate the parking 
of sueh vehieles along all seetions of Route #8 lying within the munieipal boundaries of the 
City of Augusta, 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ENACTED BY THE CITY OF AUGUSTA THAT 
THE CITY OF AUGUSTA DOES HEREBY PROHIBIT, WITH CERTAIN NARROW 
EXCEPTIONS, THE PARKING OF LARGE OR HEAVY VEHICLES ON AND ALONG 
ROUTE #8, AS MORE SPECIFICALLY PROVIDED HEREIN AS FOLLOWS: 

A. Definitions: 

As used herein, the following words or designations shall have the following meanings 
aseribed to them respeetively unless the eontext requires otherwise: 

(1) As used herein, the term “Route #8” means that state maintained highway running 

in an east-west direetion through town, and also being sometimes referred to as Fifth Street, 
and Rural Route 2, and more reeently being named or known as Mary Ingles Highway 
West, as a result of 911 mapping, and a portion thereof then being named Heather Renee 
Freneh Boulevard, per City Ordinanee # 99-5 

(2) Large or Heavy Vehieles shall inelude any 

a. house trailer, herein being defined as any vehiele or similar portable strueture 
designed for use as a eonveyanee and also designed to permit the oeeupaney thereof as a 
dwelling plaee for one (1) or more persons, and 

b. motor tmek, herein being defined as being any motor-propelled vehiele designed 
for earrying freight or merehandise, and 

e. semi-trailer, herein being defined as being a vehiele designed to be 

attaehed to, and having its front end supported by, a motor tmek, or tmek traetor, 
intended for the earrying of freight or merehandise, and 

d. semi-trailer tmek, herein being defined as any vehiele 

designed to be drawn by a motor tmek or tmek-traetor, but supported wholly upon its 
own wheels, intended for the earriage of freight or merehandise, and 

e. tmek traetor, herein being defined as any motor-propelled vehiele designed to draw 
a trailer. 

B. Prohibition against Parking of Certain Vehieles along Route #8 

No person shall park any house-trailer, motor tmek, semi-trailer, semi-trailer tmek, 
trailer, or tmek-traetor, on or along Route #8 within the City limits of Augusta. 

C. Exeeptions 

This Ordinanee shall not apply to: 

(1) A Vehiele that has been genuinely disabled on the right-of-way of sueh road in sueh 
a manner and to sueh extent that it is impossible to avoid the oeeupation of the shoulder of 
Route #8 or impraetieable to remove it from the shoulder of the highway until repairs have 
been made or suffieient help obtained for its removal. In sueh eases, the maximum amount 
of time a genuinely disabled vehiele shall be permitted to remain on the shoulder of Route 
#8 shall be twenty-four (24) hours; 

(2) Vehieles whieh are parked, for up to one hour, for the purpose of loading and 
unloading freight or merehandise; 

(3) Vehieles when required to stop in obedienee to the provisions of any seetion of 
the Kentueky Revised Statutes or any other traffie ordinanee, regulation or sign or the 
eommand of any peaee offieers; 

(4) Vehieles owned and operated by the Augusta Fire Department or an assisting Fire 
Department, or any Emergeney Management Vehieles or Hazmat Vehieles, and 

(5) Vehieles owned for personal, non-eommereial use. 

D. Penalty 

Any person violating the provisions of this Ordinanee shall, upon eonvietion of a first 
offense, be fined not less than $100.00 nor more than $250.00. Any person eonvieted of 
a subsequent violation of this Ordinanee within two years of a prior eonvietion under this 
Ordinanee, shall be fined not less than $250.00 nor more than $500.00. 

E. Validity 

The invalidation of any part of this ordinanee shall not affeet the validity of any part 
thereof and shall not affeet the validity of any other ordinanee, exeeutive order, or resolution, 
not ineonsistent herewith. 

F. Effeetive Date & Signage 

This Ordinanee shall take effeet upon its adoption and publieation as required by law. 

Appropriate and adequate signage shall be plaeed along Route #8 in order to put the 
publie on general and inquiry notiee of the parking regulations and of the existenee of 
penalties for violation hereof, and to help effeetuate publie eomplianee with sueh parking 
regulations. 

The foregoing Ordinanee was introdueed and read for the first time at the Augusta City 
Couneil’s regular meeting of Febmary 20th, 2013, and read for the seeond time, adopted 
and approved, at its regular meeting Mareh 20th, 2013.

Notice is hereby given that the City Council of Augusta, 
Kentucky, at a meeting held at 6:30 p.m. on March 20, 
2013, in Augusta, Kentucky gave a second reading of the 
following Ordinance which was duly passed and adopted 
by a majority of Augusta City Council Members present 
and voting: 

ORDINANCE NO. 2013-01 

This Ordinance shall apply to all areas of special flood 
hazard within the jurisdiction of the City of Augusta, as 
identified by the Federal Insurance Administration, and 
mandates that no structure or land in said areas shall 
hereafter be located, or extended, converted or structurally 
altered without compliance with its provisions; requires 
the obtaining of a permit from the Mayor or his designee 
as administrator and the Kentucky Division of Water; 
permitting of manufactured homes within areas of special 
flood hazard; requires that all new construction and 
substantial improvements be constructed with materials 
and utility equipment resistant to flood damage; provides 
that in all areas of special flood hazard, the lowest floor 
of any residential structure constructed or substantially 
improved shall have the lowest floor elevated to or above 
base flood elevation; and provides penalties of $100 or 
imprisonment of not more than 10 days for each day a 
violation of this Ordinance continues.
